he lightest total rainfall of 
any year in recent history was 
registered in the Quad-C : 
during 1974 when rainfall over 
the 12-months period *reached 
25.84 inches, according to 
rainfall statistics compiled by 
the Press-Reoerd. 


The aggregate rainfall from 
January through December 
was 8.61 inches under the 
normal fall of 34.45 inches for 
this area, and was 15.88 inches 
less than the total rainfall of 
41.72 inches recorded in the 
area during 1973.

Drive mounts to improve safety 
at West Pontoon rail crossing

Long waits for passing trains 
and crossing gates which 
frequently malfunction 
primarily are to blame for 
motorists “‘trying to beat ap- 
proaching trains” on the West 
Pontoon Road railroad tracks, 
Mrs. Fleeta Staicoff said this 
weekend. 

Mrs. Staicoff, the mother of 
Toby Staicoff, 17, who was 
fatally injured in a car-train 
crash at the West Pontoon 
crossing on Nov. 3, 1973, is 
spearheading a campaign to 
improve safety measures at 
the busy crossing. 

At the same location on Dec. 
28, Miss Gwenn Ellen Oliver, 17, 
of 2108 Bryan Ave., was killed in 
an auto-train collision. 

About 35 people gathered at 
the crossing at 10 a.m. Sunday, 
many carrying signs, and 
halted motorists using the West 
Pontoon crossing, asking them 
to sign a petition requesting 
improvements be made to 

crossing safety devices. 

The petition, now bearing 718 
signatures, will be turned over 
to the Cities Area Chamber 
of Coyhmerce “to see what help 
they’ can give the project,” it 
was learned this morning. 

Mrs. Staicoff said she started 
her petition drive last June, but 
“hadn’t had too much 
response” until the most recent 
fatality at the West Pontoon 
Road Crossing. 

Since the death of Miss Olive, 


“response has been 
staggering,” Mrs. Staicoff said. 

“There have been a number 
of accidents at the crossing that 
were not fatal; but’they could 
have been fatal,"’ she added. 

Yesterday, to emphasize their 
cause, the drive organizers 
parked two vehicles at the 
tracks, facing opposite direc- 
tions, each equipped with a 
poster inviting passing 
motorists to sign the petition. 

Mrs. Dorothy Parker, who 
lives close to the crossing, said 
during the past year “‘more and 
more drivers are traveling 
around the crossing gates when 
they are down. 

“T don’t know if it is because 
traffic has increased with the 
new shopping areas, but it is 
much worse than last year,” 
she commented. 

“People get really fed up 
waiting to cross when the gates 
are not working properly, which 
is quite frequently,” Mrs. 
Parker said. When traveling 
from west to east the large 
tanks adjacent to the tracks 
block the view of an ap- 
proaching train on the first and 
second tracks, she explained. 

The Amtrak passenger ‘train 
that reportedly moves 60 /to 75 
miles per hour along) that 
stretch of line, usually travels 
along the second track from the 
crossing’s western approach. 

“Many times I have seen the 
police out here directing traffic 


gates not working,” she said. 

Mrs. Nancy Marcum, also a 
resident of West Pontoon Road, 
said the train speed is 
“atrocious” and that vision is 
obstructed from the western 
approach. 


“If the gates are not working 
properly one time, people start 
going around them the next 
time,’’ she noted. ‘And, 
frequently they don't work,” 
she added. 


Area residents report that a 
railroad crew must be 
dispatched from Highland to 
effect repairs to the crossing 
gates.

Liability question highly technical 


What do you do if an injury 
happens to you or to a member 
of your family while using a 
mahufactured product. which 
might have been defective? 

The first thing to do, of 
course, is to rush the injured 
party to the hospital or call a 
doctor and render = any 
emergency first aid that may be 
required. 

That much is obvious. . 

What is not so obvious, points 
out the Illinois State Bar 
Association, is the importance 
of preserving the product itself 
and any evidence that a defect 
init may have been the cause of 
or contributed to the accident. 

It may be difficult to think of 
gathering ‘“‘legal evidence’’ 
during the trauma and 
emotional upheaval of an ac- 
cident, but it is important that 
this be done as soon as possible 
and certainly before such 
evidence is lost or discarded. 

The ISBA cites the case of a 
man who was injured when a 
tire of his car apparently blew 
out, causing the car to overturn, 
Later, he read a report which 
claimed the manufacturer of 
that particular tire had changed 
production methods in order to 
achieve a “softer ride” and 
thereafter its tires had failed by 
the thousands. 

The man sued the 
manufacturer alleging his in- 
jury was due to a defective tire. 
In the meantime, however, the 
car—including the tires—had 
been junked and demolished. 
He lost his case for lack of 
evidence. 

It is, of course, important to 
see a lawyer as soon after the 
accident as possible. One of his 
first steps will be to account for 
and preserve evidence con- 
cerning the accident and if this 
‘has already been done, so much 
‘the better. 

Another reason for consulting 
ta lawyer is to get his expert 
‘judgment as to the liability of 


victims take it upon themselves 
to decide whether they ‘‘have a 
case" against a manufacturer— 
and often make the wrong 
decision: 

From a legal standpoint, the 
question of product liability is a 
highly technical one involving 
fine points of the law and their 
interpretation by the courts. 
Even on the lawyer's part, it 
calls for highly specialized 
knowledge and skill. 

In recent years, product 
liability cases have increased 
significantly. For one thing, 
people are more aware of their 
rights as consumers and of the 
responsibilities of manufac- 
turers. For another, legislation 
and court decisions have tended 
to hold manufacturers “strictly 
liable" for defects or for failure 
to warn product users of 
dangers of any improper use 
that could reasonably be 
foreseen. 

A case in point involved an 


Illinois farmer who was injured 
when a chip from a hammer’s 
metal head flew into his face. 
‘The farmer was pounding metal 
parts while connecting a plow to 
a tractor and the manufacturer 
contended this was a misuse of 
the product—a carpenter's 
hammer designed for wood 
work. It pointed out that during 
11 months use on the farm the 
hammer head also had become 
“case hardened" and likely to 
chip in such misuse. The farmer 
said he was only doing what 
other farmer's did, using 
similar hammers without 
mishap. He won his damage 
suit 

In this case, the ISBA said, 
the manufacturer knew that its 
product, while perfect and 
unlikely to chip when new, 
would become defective and 
that chipping might be 
reasonably expected as a result 
of a use that could be an- 
ticipated. 


State's marginal Congressional 
districts could see '76 reversal

Either as an incumbent or a 
challenger, a candidate for 
Congress who wins by no more 
than 55 per cent must feel both 
uneasy and grateful. 

“Historically,” mused an 
aide to an Illinois veteran in the 
house, “fifty-five per cent is the 
breakoff point. 

“In the past, if funds were 
available, the Congressional 
campaign committee gave 
extra money to marginal 
candidates in their next elec- 
tion,” 

“I would concur in that,”’ said 
another longtime Illinois ob- 
server on Capitol Hill. “It’s a 
good idea to toss extra money 
into those campaigns.” 

If a victory by 55 per cent or 
less is, by widely-accepted 
definition, “‘marginal,”’ then the 
Illinois Congressional election 
in November 1974 produced 
eight such narrow winners — 
two freshman Democrats, one 
freshman Republican, one 
former Democratic 
congressman returning, and 
four Republican incumbents. 

The marginal districts that 
developed in the last election: 
included: ’ 

The Third, where Democrat 
Martin A. Russo, a freshman, 
won 51 per cent to Republican 
Robert P. Hanrahan’s 49 per 
cent. 

The Sixth, where Republican 
Henry J. Hyde, a freshman, 
won 53.5 per cent to Democrat 
Edward V. Hanrahan's 46.7 per 
cent 

The Tenth, where Democrat 
Abner J. Mikva, a former 
congressman, won 51.3 per cent 
to Republican incumbent 
Samuel H. Young’s 48.7 per 
cent. Young had wrested Mik- 
va’s seat from him in 1972. 

The Thirteenth, where 
Republican incumbent Robert 
McClory won 52.9 per cent to 
Democrat Stanley Ww. 
Beetham’s 47.1 per cent.

Coming after years of 
depressed profits in the steel 
industry — and at a time when 
there has been a decline in 
overall economic activity 
these decisions to expand 
demonstrate . management 
courage and faith in the basic 
strength of our country. 

Virtually all the announced 
expansion programs are of the 
‘‘pounding-out’’ variety 
designed to balance existing 
facilities for maximum output 
It is believed they represent 
nearly the full potential for 
rounding out. 

To meet 1980 domestic steel 
production requirements, 
another seven million to 12 
million tons of entirely new 
“greenfield” site expansion will 
be needed. A ‘greenfield ex- 
pansion could cost three or four 
times as much per annual ton as 
a rounding-out expansion. 

Additional costs the industry 
faces include replacement and 
modernization of existing 
facilities and heavy outlays for 

environmental equipment. 

These capital requirements 
will total $5 billion per year for 
the rest of the decade, not 
counting inflation's effect 

Considering that the in- 
dustry’s capital spending 
averaged $1.8 billion annually 
from 1965 through 1973, the 
immensity of the task ahead is 
clear. 

To meet its capital require- 
ments, the industry must 
have better earnings. 

The improvement in profits 
during 1974 is encouraging. 
But it is likely that when all 
the results for the year are in, 
steel’s return on net worth 
still will be below the average 
for all manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

Steel is no less preoccupied 
with the energy crisis than 
other industries in the nation

Shortage of farm machinery 


The high cost and apparent 
shortage of modern farm 
machinery at present increases 
the importance of getting 
equipment out of the fence 
corner and under cover for the 
winter as soon as its field use is 
done for the season, according 
to J. J. Paterson, farm 
mechanization specialist 

Some farmers in Southern 
Illinois still have combines and 
corn harvesters standing 
outside waiting for field con- 
ditions suitable to finish har- 
vesting their remaining corn 
and soybeans because of the 
late season. 

Added strain is being put on 
the machines and tractors in 
trying to get through wet fields 
by mounting extra wheels or 
other special equipment to 
salvage the remainder of the 
crops as soon as possible. This 
likely will call for extra at- 
tention to the equipment after 
harvest is finished to maintain 
it in good condition for next 
year’s crops, Paterson says. 

It is highly desirable to store 
such machinery under some 
kind of shed to protect it from 
the weather and also to take the 
time to clean and protect the 
equipment from corrosion 
during the winter, he adds.

Whatever the equipment, 
whether plows, disks, planters, 
fertilizer and herbicide ap- 
plicators, haying machinery, 
harvesters or tractors, it is 
important to clean and 
lubricate the machinery when 
putting it in winter storage, 
Paterson emphasises. 

Moving parts of the equip- 
ment, and parts that work in the 
soil, can be protected from 
rusting with a coating of oil or 
grease after cleaning. 


The motorized power units on 
combines, field choppers or hay 
balers and tractors not in 
frequent use for winter farm 
chores, need some winterizing 
care lo prevent damage to 
valves, upper cylinders and 
bearings while in winter 
storage. 

Old oil should be drained from 
the crankcase and replaced 
with fresh oi] of the proper 
weight and grade for the 
machine, 

Run the engine a few minutes 
afterward to circulate the new 
oil to all parts of the motor, he 
suggests. Replace the oil filter. 

Upper cylinders can be 
protected by removing the 
sparkplugs and putting a few 
drops of oil into the cylinder 
before replacing the plugs. 
Plugging the air intake and the 
exhaust pipe will keep moisture 
from getting into the engine 
while it is stored. 

Unless the machine has an 


air-cooled engine, winterize the | 


cooling system by putting in 
plenty of good quality an- 
tifreeze, or else drain out all the 
water from the engine to pre- 
vent freezing damage. 

Batteries also need protection 
from severe cold weather, 
either by removing and storing 
in a warm place, or by keeping 
up the charge during the time 
the stored machinery is stan- 
ding idle 

In storing farm machinery in 


an equipment building for the 
winter, arrange the storage so 
the machinery needed first for 
field work in the spring can be 
removed handily without 
moving other machinery not 
needed until later, Paterson 
comments. 

Farmers who are handy with 
machinery and tools can make 
many equipment repairs and 
adjustments during the winter 
and save the cost of hiring 
mechanics to do the job. This 
also is the best time to order 
parts for farm machinery to be 
sure of getting them and 
making repairs before the 
spring rush of field work starts. 

The various farm machines 
should. be checked carefully 
during the winter for worn or 
broken parts so they can be put 
into good operating condition 
for the next season of field use. 
Some broken parts not readily 
available may be repaired in 
the farmer’s own shop if he is 
equipped with a welder and 
other useful shop tools.

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Don’t bog down civic center with airport-like ‘study’ 


Several guest editorials on this 
page discuss the 1974 law creating a 
regional Exposition and Performing 
Arts Authority, and comment on 
where its new civic center should be 
located. 

One St. Clair County editorial 
suggesting there is ‘‘parochialism” 
by State Sen. Sam. Vadalabene of 
Madison County regarding the site 
issue fails to mention the long list of 
Senator Sam’s legislative ac- 
complishments for the entire 
Madison-St. Clair area, including 
the thawing of frozen highway con- 
struction funds, balloting on levee 
district reorganization and funding 
for a wide variety of college, court- 
house and office building projects. 

The editorial’s call for an ex- 
tensive exposition hall site study 
brings to mind the way studies have 
been used to delay and perhaps cir- 
cumvent the effort to establish a 
major new metropolitan airport in 
the Columbia-Waterloo area of 
Tllinois. 

With inflation boosting con- 
struction costs — and with recession 
dramatizing the economic stimulus 
that the $15 million civic center 


Way must be found to reduce 


Since it is not possible to separate 
all automobile-train crossings into 
separate levels of elevation, tragic 
collisions like that occurring here 
Dec. 27 are likely to continue in the 
nation. Nevertheless, all feasible 
steps should be taken to reduce 
railroad crossing hazards, including 
the latest crash scene — West Pon- 
toon Road a short distance west of 
Nameoki Road. 

Precisely why motorists drive 
around lowered crossing gates on a 
specific occasion is difficult to 
fathom. To some extent, there may 
be a ‘follow the leader” syndrome; 
when one motorist starts across, 
others copy him in the apparent 
assumption that the crossing signals 
may be malfunctioning. 

Certainly, at various times there 
have been enough malfunctions at 
various Quad-City area crossings 
that drivers have been tempted to 


could bring — the last thing that is 
needed is pointless, indefinite delay. 
sraralyee of the analysis’’ must be 
avoid 

Certainly, site consideration is an 
essential process, but one that falls 
upon the shoulders of the not-yet- 
appointed 12-member Exposition- 
Performing Arts Authority board. 

Despite Sen. Vadalabene’s cer- 
tainty that the center should be built 
on land deeded to the authority by 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville, he, too, must defer to the 
center’s board; he cannot make the 
decision for the board. 

It may well be that the Exposition 

Authority will seek consultants’ help 
in deciding on a site, but we ear- 
enestly hope the scope, cost and 
motive would bear no resemblance 
to the many airport studies, which 
have given the whole ‘‘flexible”’ con- 
sulting profession a poor image in 
this ‘‘neck of the woods.”’ 

In the meantime, we'll settle for a 
gubernatorial spokesman’s view 
that “‘just how the Authority sets out 
to pick a site, whether through a 
study or other means, is up to 
them.”

The convictions capped a 
decade that saw too many 
powerful Americans forsake 
principles for expedients. 

Over 60 such men, including a 
President, now have been 
brought low, largely ending the 
episode called Watergate. 

‘There is a powerful lesson to 
be learned in that for anyone 
who would aspire to lead 
Americans at any level of 
society. 

The nation’s rejection of 
expediency as a leadership 
style could hardly be more 
emphi 

It is possible to cite a long bill 
of particulars to show that 1965- 
74 was a decade of expediency 

President Nixon and his aides 
thought it expedient to violate 
laws and principles prescribing 
the roles of such key agencies as 
the CIA, the FBI and the IRS. 

Then they found it expedient 
to lie to try to cover up such 
activities. 

Certainly they were not alone. 
Aides of important Democratic 
senators, among them Hum- 
phrey, stand accused of serving 
expediency by accepting illegal 
campaign contributions. 

The inconsistencies 
surrounding the accounts of 
what happened at Chap- 
paquiddick have never been 
cleared up to any satisfying 
degree. 

The reluctance to ge 
responsibility and resign from 
roles of leadership and trust h2s 
not been the exclusive attitude

Businessmen have hardly 
been guardians of principle 
either, particularly the free 
market principies most 
profess to believe in. 

Some critics of the Nixon 
administration suggest that the 
inclination toward expediency 
that permeated the Nixon White 
House was born in board rooms 
and country clubs, 

That is too narrow a view, in 
our opinion, and implies that the 
morality of business leadership 
is inferior to that of other 
leadership groups, which we 
doubt. 

But the tendency toward 
expediency in business has been 
evident enough. 

The alacrity with which so 
many businessmen embraced 
President Nixon’s 1971 wage 
and price controls, even though 
they in effect repealed the free 
market, is one example we have 
cited often. 

The prevailing business view, 
apparently, was that this 
compact between big govern- 
ment and big business would 
thwart big labor. 

There has also been the 
business preoccupation with 
“cosmetics’’ that disguise 
unsound practices and distort 
sound principles. 

The cult of “performance” on 
Wall Street, which meant at- 
tempting to give an impression 
of high performance in money 
management over short time 
spans, has been revealed for 
what it was. 

Corporate accounting that 
pandered to that Wall Street 
psychology by attempting to 
display the best possible ear-

times nicely. 

The attempt by some bankers 
to turn a quick profit by gam- 
bling on the foreign exchange 
market was also part of the 
times. 

There have been frequent 
claims over the last decade 
from radical political 
theoreticians of both the far left 
and far right that America was 
a “sick” society. We disagree 
strongly. 

Vietnam and race are 
sometimes cited as examples. 

But the fortitude most 
Americans displayed in the face 
of Vietnam's ulilmate horrors 
convey the opposite meaning. 


And the last decade's ex- 
posure of problems of race 
represents an awakening of 
conscience, social awareness 
and political courage that did 
not exist before. 


In our view, the repudiation of 
those involved with Watergate 
represents the working of 
healthy society. 


And it should be kept in mind 
by anyone who occupies a 
leadership position in our nation 
today, that our society was not 
just repudiating men; it was 
primarily repudiating the false 
sense of values held by those 
men and all too many other 
Iéaders of the last decade. 

It was a near thing. 


Someone with a mystical 
sense might wonder at what 
fatés brought forth the secrets 
of Watergate that could so 
coally have been buried for all 
ime. 


Having been handed such a 
dramatic revelation, let us hope 
that the new year will 
demonstrate that the lesson has 
been well learned: Our leaders 
must have principles and live 
by them.

Class of Older Citizens 


Gives SIUE Campus 
‘A New Look’ 


There’s a new look on 
the campus of Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville these days. 

With the emphasis on 
older citizens returning to 
college, it isn’t unusual to 
see housewives, business- 
men and other older adults 
enrolled as _ part-time 
students at the University. 
But more than 50 partic- 
ipants in a three-hour 
weekly seminar series are in 
the “senior citizen’’ cate- 


gory. 

Titled “‘Dialogue with 
Senior Citizens,’’ the semi- 
nar is providing retired 
and semiretired partici- 
pants opportunities to 
make their lives more 
meaningful, according. to 
William S. Hamrick, 
assistant professor of 


philosophical studies in the * 


SIUE School of Humani- 
ties. 

“The general goal of the 
series for the elderly is to 
help give them a historical 
awareness of the time 
they lived through and to 
focus on social and public 
policy issues which affect 
their lives today,"” Hamrick 
said 

Participants at least 60 
years of age were accepted 
for the seminar on a 
first-come, first-served 
basis from Madison and 
St. Clait Counties. Public 
transportation is used to 
bring them to the campus 
each Wednesday afternoon. 
Costs of the project are 
being shared by SIUE and 
the Illinois Humanities 
Council. 

The series of programs 
is focusing on three differ- 
ent epochs in the lifetimes 
of the participants: the 
latter part of the period 
dominated by telegraph 
and newspapers (1914- 
1925); the radio and 
talking film years (1925- 
1948); and the television 
years (1948-1974). 


Each session begins with 
a lecture by. a member of 
the SIUE faculty or a 
guest speaker. Irving 
Dilliard, director of the 
Illinois Department of 
Aging, was scheduled to 
address the group in Janu- 
ary on the subject of

shopping month, to $75,150 
received for the month of 
October, a. normally good 
shopping period. 

In November, the city’s sales 
tax collection..amounted to 
$68,810. 

For December, Granite City’s 
sales tax .allotment was 
$100,823, indicating. a com- 
bination of increased business 
volume and the Christmas 
shopping period. 

Income from sales tax fell 
back in January. and February 
1974 because of the usual 
seasonable drop on buying 
following the Christmas period, 
but jumped to $84,377 for the 
month of March, and to $88,207 
in May, the month that the 
Crossroads Plaza Shopping 
Center began operations. 

For the month of June 1974, 
the city’s allocation of sales tax 
amounted to $92,049, up $17,350 
over sales tax revenue of $74,699 
in June of the previous year 

The city’s allocation for 
August last year was $91,787, an 
increase of $19,517 over the July 
1973 sales tax revenue. For 
August, 1974, the city received 
$85,121 in sales tax, up $15,359 
over that of August 1973. 

The September allotment, the 
last received bythe city, 
amounted to $85,587, an in- 
crease of $15,658 over that of the 
same month a year previous.

“The Delaney Clause, or 
Eating May Be Hazardous to 
Your Health,” will be broadcast 
Tuesday at 6:05 p.m. over 
‘WSIE-FM 4§8.7 mhz). 

The National Public Radio 
(NPR) program will feature a 
panel of experts discussing the 
Delaney Clause, the law that 
prohibits the use of cancer- 
causing chemicals as additives 
to food or medicine. 

The program is hosted by 
Irma Aandahl of WAMU-FM, 
Washington, D. C. The panel 
members are Dr. Jacqueline 
Barrett, biochemist for the 
Federal Department of 
Agriculture and co-author of the 
book, Eating May Be Hazar- 
dous to Your Health; Ruth 
Desmond, president of 
Homemakers, Inc.; and Gilbert 
Goldhammer, a consultant to a 
committee of the U. S. House of 
Representatives. 

According to the public in- 
formation office of NPR, the 
panel members “‘reveal that the 
Delaney Clause does not protect 
U.S. consumers as well as they 
suppose, and conclude that 
eating may well be detrimental 
to one’s health.” 

During the program, the

Some slow-cookers permit 
you to set the temperature 
below 145 degrees F. Bacteria 
grow in temperatures ranging 
from 40 to 140 degrees F. and 
may survive in the tem- 
peratures above 140 degrees F. 

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture rule of thumb for 
high-protein, low-acid foods is: 

—Food should not remain in 
the danger zone—60 to 120 
degrees F.—for longer than two 
hours. 

—Food should not remain in 
the 40 to 140 degree F. range for 
longer than four hours.

"Lawrence K, Roos, chatrman 
of the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council and newly 
retired St. ‘Louis County 
supervisor, urged regional 
cooperation in a talk Sunday. 

He called on citizens of 
greater St. Louis, ‘whether: 
citizens of Ilinois or citizens of 
Missouri, black or white, 
management or labor, urban or 
Suburban, to join together as 
one regional team in a single 
United effort to frustrate the 
efforts of declirle and decay and 
® restore the forward 
momentum which in the past 
eharacterized St. Louis." , 

Roos was the commencement 
speaker at the University of 
Missouri-St. Louis, where he 
Was awarded .an honorary 
doctor of laws degree during 
aiternoon ceremonies at the 
gampus multi-purpose building. 

“Economically, culturally, 
‘and in terms of quality of life, 
St. Louis offers a firm base on 
which to build,” Roos. said. 

“The question is whether we 
are prepared to take advantage 
of the advantages that are 
ours."” 

He said the main obstacle 
standing in the way of regional 
Progress in St. Louis is 
“selfism,'’ which he said 
Webster defines as “‘entire and 
exclusive devotion to self.” 

Roos said the St. Louis region 
is “afflicted with four kinds of 
selfism or selfishness:"’ 

1) Jurisdictional selfism . 
“The tendency to limit one’s 
horizons to the boundaries of his 
own city, county or state while 
doing one’s best to ignore what 
is happening on the other side of 
those boundaries.”” 

2) Economic selfism 
“When one supports only those 
ideas and projects which seem 
to offer the biggest and quickest 
short-term payoff for his. own 

s, his own group of 
s, or his own pocket- 


3) Head-in-the-sand selfism . . 

“When one ignores problems 
and tries to run away from 
them, 

4) The drop-out selfist 
“The person who waits for other 
people to take action and tends 
to ridicule those who involve 
themselves in solving problems. 
The drop-out selfist votes ‘no’ on 
all public service bond issues 
and then complains loudly 
about how bad services are.” 

Roos said that “when narrow, 


parochial selfishness stands in 
the way of regional cooperation 
in meeting those problems 
which obviously can only be 
solved by regional effort, then 
selfism becomes a serious 
threat to the survival of greater 
St. Louis as a decent place to 
live and work. 

“It creates a climate of 
community stagnation in which 
progress and prosperity are 
impossible. 

“Business, economic activity, 
public works and, finally, even 
the spirit of the community 
begins to wither and die. Jobs 
become scarce, services 
become inadequate and the 
selfists find themselves suf- 
fering as much as anyone.” 

In calling for regional 
cooperation, Roos said, 
“Whether we live in Illinois or 
Missouri, we breathe the same 
air, drink the same water, ride 
the same buses, travel the same 
highways and’ work in each 
othér’s communities. 

“‘As a metropolitan com- 
munity, our future is in- 
terdependent, and our 
prosperity interrelated.””

Lottery cheaters 
should think twice 


SPRINGFIELD — Ralph 
Batch has a message for po 
tential Iljnois lottery cheat- 
ers: “Beware!” 

Batch, director of the state 
lottery, said his office has a 
near foolproof safeguard sys- 
tem of protection against dis- 


‘ oes attempts to win mon- 


Votnere is always somebody 
trying to beat the system and 
win a buck,” the lottery chief 
observed during an interview: 
“But in most cases, a blind 
man with the white walking 
stick could detect them.” 

Batch said some would-be 
cheaters have tried to change 
the digits of tickets with ink so 
they correspond with winning 
numbers. He said there also 
are those who cut their ticket 
in half, and then try to put a 
certain half together with half 
of another ticket that might 
include ‘winning numbers or a 
new date. 

The lottery director said 
other dishonest methods in- 
clude cutting out a digit from 
one ticket and attaching it to 
another one. 

“All of them have been 
crude attempts and have not 
survived a visual test,” said 
Batch. ‘For all practical pur- 
poses, it’s just a spinning of 
wheels and nothing has been 
accomplished by it, other than 
the possibility of legal prose- 
cution.”” 

George T. Rummel, deputy 
director of the Department of 
Revenue and legal counsel to 
the lottery, said altering lot- 
tery tickets is forgery carry- 
ing a possible 1-10 year prison 
term. 


He said lotteries in other 
states also have experienced 
to varying degrees attempts 
to win money illegally. 

“They (cheating attempts) 
are common,”’ Batch ob- 
served. ‘People are the same 
everywhere. 

“I know of no successful at- 
tempts to cheat in other 
states,” he added. 

The Mlinois lottery chief 
outlined some of the safety 
precautions and devices used 
by his office to prevent dis- 
honesty. He said the paper it- 
self on which the tickets are 
printed serves as a built-in 
safeguard. 

“It's a special paper that is 
produced exclusively for the 
Tlunois State Lottery,"’ Batch 
said, adding that there are a 
number of ways to determine 
the authenticity of a ticket be- 
cause the paper has special 
characteristics. 

He said the paper has cer- 
tain markings, and that when 
a particular bleach is applied 
to the surface of a ticket, spe- 
cific characteristics of the pa- 
per will be accentuated if it is 
authentic. He added that it is 
also possible to place the pa- 
per under a black light to dis- 
cover certain texture quali- 
ties possessed by only that 
kind of paper. 

Batch said the tickets are 
processed by sensitive com- 
puter ‘‘so that when they pass 
through the validation, they 
will be recognized. 

“We're confident that the 
safeguards we have make it 
‘so there's no chance cheaters 
are going to benefit,’”’ he con- 
cluded.

He said the purchase of lot- 
tery tickets cannot be consid- 
ered by some families today 
because of the financial 
crunch, “We're not suggest- 
ing in any way that people go 
out and buy lottery tickets in- 
stead of groceries,” Batch 
said. 

In addition to today’s eco- 
nomic pinch, the Illinois lot- 
tery director said sales are off 
because of recent statements 
made by U.S. Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam Saxbe. Saxbe has asked 
Congress to pass new lottery 
legislation because he says 
some state lotteries operate in 
violation of current federal 
lottery laws. 

A lottery bill presently is 
pending in the U.S. House 
Rules Committee, according 
to Batch. 

He contended that Saxbe 
“created inferences’ about 
the illegality of all 14 state lot- 
teries now in existence the 
first time the attorney general 
publicly discussed the matter. 
Some first impressions cre- 
ated by Saxbe’s early state- 
ments erased by the more 
modified remarks he has 
made recently, the lottery 
head said. 

“] think most of the popula- 
tion doesn’t want to think they 
are involved in illegal activ- 
ity,” Batch observed. 

He noted that Saxbe recent- 
ly said the Illinois lottery is in 
full conformance with exist- 
ing laws. 

On other matters, Batch 
said lottery ticket sales in the 
downstate area lag slightly 
behind sales in the Chicago- 
Cook County region of ‘north- 
ern Llinois, for a number of ' 
reasons. 

“Perhaps in certain remote 
areas of the southern part of 
the state there are certain re- 
ligious considerations that 
prevent people from buying 
our tickets and we respect 
that,”’ said Batch. 

He added that sales ina city 
like Chicago may be higher 
because a resident there is apt 
to pass the shop of a “lottery 
agent a dozen times in his dai- 
ly behavior,” while a rural 
downstater often must “‘trav- 
el a considerable distance to 
buy a ticket.”
